THE CREDIT “SOCIETY. THE 
CREAMERY, AND THE 


CORPORATION. 
i MONGST the general public there is 


some perplexity as to the relations oí 

the various agricultural credit schemes 
in the Irish Free State with the small farmer 
needing advances. It has been erroneously 
stated, for instance, that " individual ’’ loans 
for short ferm credit “are: available only for 
thosé “farmeérs who “dare: ‘méniher$S~of credit 
sucieties. a. statement which the. Corpdra- 
tion's Chairman, Mr. Colbert, found it néces- 
sary some days ago to contradict. The facts 
in regard to recent “borrowings, whether from 
the Staie or from the Cotporatioh; are siirple 
erough, but, as a certain amoftnt-of confision 
exists, a bpief statement of what we under- 
stand to be the existing situation may be 
aseful. 

To begin. with the smallest. type of loan; 
from a few pounds tip. to £50, for short terms 
only: there is, so far as the Corporation “is 
concerned, only one type of borrower eligible, 
the credit society; and if a borrower requires 
less than £50 he would require to apply to 
a credit scciety or a joint stock bank unless 
his farm is situated in a dairying area in 
which a co-operative creamery exists.” In 
ihat-case the creamery, -if-it adopts-a scheme 
recently put into operation, can borrow from 
the Corporation and re-lend .to him. provided 
he is a milk-supplying shareholder and ful- 
fils the conditions necessary to enable him 
to utilise the credit provided through it. 
Where no creamery exists, a credit eociety, 
desirous of obtaining advances ‘from the Cor- 
poration will also be considered eligible to 
apply, and the borrowed capital can be re- 
lent, on the joint and sevéral © (uhlimited 
liability) plan, to its own members. The 
creamery becomes ultimately liable for the 
repayment of these loans. 


The Small Short Term Loan. 


These two. schemes, it will be seen, are 
intended for short term loans, that under 
credit societies being restricted to loans of 
£50 and under, that under creameries to £150 
less. These are modest schemes, but it 
would be easy to under-estimate their utility. 
In connection with the first of them, the 
Ministry of Finance have advanced through 
the Department of Agriculture about £75,000, 
mainly for the re-stocking of land denuded 
of their cattle through epidemics or 
similar causes, or for the cash purchase of 
seeds, manures, equipment, live stock, im- 
plements, or other requisites of the “farm. 
which would otherwise be borrowed. on that 
worst form of credit called “tick.” . 

These relatively smal] advances, and those 
which creameries are now, in a position 
similarly, to obtain and re-lend. subserve 
purposes cognate to the advances made in 
Germany through the Raiffeisen sécieties, in 
Italy under the Luzzatti system, aod in most 
European countries, as well as in India and 
MN Tón. under similar regulations. -. 

oans through -credit societies “offer many 
advantages.“ A low rate of ifterest- obtains ; 
it.is usually possible for a credit society to 
lend at 5 per cent. (¢reameries have to charge 
at least per cent.). . The borrower doez 
not have to travel tó a town, interview a 
bank manager (bringing one or more s@reties 
atone with him, to whom he probably fee's 
indebted at least to the extent of the costs of 
the day’s outing, and, perhaps; their absence 
from farm work), Nor, having incidentally 
escaped the deduction made by. every joint 
stock bank on his loan for interest and ‘statny 
duty, does he need to renew the process 
every three months until the advance 1s 
paid off, as in an ordinary bank loan. His 
trustworthiness, as known and evaluated by 
his neighbours (members like him of the 
credit society or the creamery), and the 
virtually ‘* loss-proof’’ nature of the little 
advance, give him the degree of standing 
with his neighbours which enables him. to 
command this cheap and ready accommoda- 
tion without the infliction “of patronage or 
any loss of his self-respect. | 


The Farm or Chattel Mortgage Loan. 


These short term loans, when restricted 
to restocking or increasing the nuinber of 
his cattle, sheep or pigs, or for the manurirg 
or seeding of his larid,—loans whitch’ évery 
farmer knows are of the essence of his yearly 
business— are strictly ‘‘economic’” and 
usually lucrative. The chief “security” 
consists in a combination of (1) the char 
acter of the borrower and his sureties, (2) 
the safe purpose of the loan (if property 
applied), and (3) the high probabihty that 
pans will follow from the - transaction. 

arger loans, however, made for ‘more 
ambitious projects and for longer terms than 
eight or nine months to two ór three 
years (the maximum for credit: societies), 
require a different. type cf . security 
behind them.. These the -Corporation are 
om le why to advance for varying ~ periods, 
and in varying amounts, either “ upon 
# proportional valuation of‘ the land, or in-cer- 
tain cases, upon chattel mertgages. 
hese advances-are made subject to the 
provisions respecting title and the general 
regulations laid down. in the. Agricultural 
Credit Acts, 1927, 1928 and ‘1929, the first’ of 
which is the Principal Act.: It would not be 
possible adequately to recapitulate their~pro- 
visions ig'a brief article, and, of ‘course; in. 
tending borrowers would in any case have to 
apply-to the Corporation for its printed litera- 
ture and forms. The object which, the Gov- 
ernment: set before itself in these Acts, héw- 
ever, was to make leriding on such security 
as simple for farmers wanting Jong or_interme- | 
diate loans as -the legal . principles which 
govern title and the moral obligations. in- 
volved in the borrowing of money to re-lend 
will permit. oa 
Such: loans would presumably aim, not, as 
in the, case of-loans obtained. under the co- 
operative system, at the financing of simple 
farm operations, but at: extending or beriefit- 
ing the farm itself through some permanent 
eXtension or improvement, such as drainage, 
the erection or enlargement of hay sheds, 
barns, cattle sheds, byres, or similar outbuild- 
ings. 


Credit Worthy and Uncredit Worthy 


Borrowers. ' 
Thére are other types of borrowing between 
the permanent iinprovement type and tlie nor- 
mal capitalisation of the farm for which far- 
mers require credit. Some of these may lie 
not much above the £50 limit referred .io 
above, and for these we believe the Corpora- 
tion makes the necessary. advances as speedily 
and simply as may be, once it is satisfied 
with the security offered. It is, however, un- 
fortunately true that there ‘are instances in 
which neither the credit societies (of which 
for various reasons we have too few in Tre 
land) nor the Corporation direct can give help 
though it is badly needed. 

Borrowed money must—we might almost 
Say “ by definition’’—be repaid. But the 
credit of some thriftless, ‘‘ unpunctual pays” 
amongst the small farmers and—even more 
serious is the outlook of these—of some far- 
mers with relatively large holdings, bought in 
‘‘ boom ” years at high prices, and never yet 
made economic, is not sufficiently firm to con- 
vince those into whose care there has been 
placed the advancing of money (for repaying 
which they feel responsible) that the appli- 
vants can “ make good.’’ prude aes 

It has to he admitted that the thriftless 
are usually beyond help. These sre not 
always the poorest or the smallest: farmers. .

We have seen a typical report from a very 
ba district in Ulster (not in the area of

£1,000 in about a year and a half. This is,

Complaints are~somettmes made that those 
wanting small loans like these are ‘‘shy’’ or 
+. secretive,’ and aill not let their needs. be 
known, or have. their business discussed by 
their neighbours, but in. places where the 
system is.understood no better guarantee of a 
farnier’s thrift, standing and ability can be 


had than the knowledge that his credit

-.-MOULTING -TIME Is 
CULLING. TIME. 


is essential to Slccess in poultry- 
keeping for -egg-production. -No: drones 
should be permitted among the flock, and, 
“where trap-nesting is not employed, other 
steps should be taken to distinguish the good 
layer from the bad one : 
Every poultry-keeper should know that only 
in the case of very good layers is it advisable 
to keep birds a second year. (ood layers are 
invariably late moulters, and, if no other 
test is available, those birds that have rot 
already moulted, or are about moulting now, 
should have coloured rings put on, and be 
kept for breeding purposes. AlJl birds that 
are lazy, unhealthy, over-fat, and, conse- 
quently non-productive, should be either sent 
to market or to table. It is only sheer waste 
to keep them in the hope that in their second 
season they will. atone for the delinquencies 
of their pullet vear. Such a contingency is 
highly improbable, as unprofitable pullets are 
much more unprofitable as hens. It pays 
only to keep birds of the “ egg type,” and the 
following are the characteristic points of a

FLOORS. IN COW -BYRES. 


Pa APS the most essential improvement 


which cán be made in the majority of 

byres in the country is the putting in of 
proper tioors. The most suitable material for 
the tloor is concrete. In making rmprovements 
of’ this nature, it is important to have the 
dimensions right.- We will first consider. the 
single passage type ol. byre, wheré the cows’ 
heads face the wall. For the ordinary short- 
horn cow of this country the total length of 
the stall should be 7’ 2”, and for Kerries 
6:°9"", “The inost ifiportafit dimension is that 
from the trough to the edge of the channel, 
which: should be 5’ 6” for shorthorns and 
5’ 0” for Kerries. It is advisable when there 
are a number of cows standing in a row that 
divisions should be erected between every 
two stalls. “ The “divisions may be of ~con- 
crete or iron tubing, and should be 7’ apart. 
centre to centre—con¢rete or iron tubing is 
more easily kept clean than wood, 

In the majority of cases chains are used as 
ties, “and they are both efficient and cheap 
It. is a. good. plan to arrange that the bar to 
which the tie chains are attached éan be 
fixed forward’ or ‘backwards in the division, 
according to the size of the animal. In byres 
fitted- with tubular yokes, the length of the 
standing from the.frovgh to the edge of the 
channel is usually about 5’ 0”, for the reason 
that forward or backward movement is much 
restricted. 

These dimensions :ensure that when the cow 
is standing normally in the stall the solid 
excrement falls directly into the channel, and 
consequently the hindquarterg of the anima! 
are easily kept clean. ‘The channel. should 
be 1’ 6“ to 1-9” wide. The standing should 
be on a higher Jevel than the passage, so that 
the group is 6” to 8” deep on the standing 
side and 4” deep on the passage side. The 
passage should net-be less*than 4” 0' wide 
The channel should: slope, gradually away 
from the cow and should -have a shallow 
groove on the passage side to carry away the 
liquid. All cerners:should be chamfered off 
The inside. walls of the .by¥re. should ba smooth 
and: should be -periodieaHy: lime-washed.- In 
the case of a three passage byre, the arrange- 
ment. where the cows’ heads face wall« is 
preferable. In that case the head-feeding 
passages should be~ 3'“6'” and the ‘centre 
passage 4” 6." .

VALUE OF -"FHE » OXFORD 
PROCESS. 


CCORDING to ‘‘A Report on the 
A Development and Costs of the. Oxford 
Process for the. Production of Sugar 
fiom... Sugar Beet,’ published by__ the 
Clarendon Press at .2s. 6d.,, the Oxford 
Process saves-at least thirty per cent. on the 
usual . factoy and with this ample 
margin to'stabjlise the price of beet, there is 
no reason why fatniers sliould not take up 
the crop with complete faith in its per- 
manence, and se increase the. beet area. 
Already -the: Oxford Process has been sold, 
under Ticente, to Russia and France, and in 
the. latter” country, .where the beet. sugar 
industry is organised on the most efficient 
lines, it is anticipated that the new method 


COSts, 


will reduce factory costs- by as much as 
hity per cent. : . 
The secret of. the Oxford Protess. is that 


it enables the beet to be dried by the 
scientific application of hot air, so that it 
may be kept indefinitely, and thus enable 
the factories to -work .all the year. round. 
The ordinary factory processes deal with the 
yaw beet, and are compelled to rush through 
their work in about. three months, before the 
beet deteriorates, after which they stand idle 
for nine months until the next crop 
along. i i 

It has always Ween recognised that this 
period of nine months’ idleness was a serious 
and costly drawback,‘ but until the discovery 
of the Oxford Process, by Dr. B. J. Owen 
and his colleagues’ at the Agricultural 
Institute at Oxford University, the problem 
of finding a satisfactory drying system 
baffled the scientists. 


INTENSIVE MANURING 
AND GRAZING. 


EFFECT ON MILK YIELD. 


The value of intensive manuring and rota- 
tional grazing on -pastures, was illustrated to 
a number of’ persons who visited several 
farms in Co. Kildare on Thursday last. The 
first farm visited was that of Mr. 8. J. 
Brown, Ard Calin, Naas, where the intet- 
sive system of grass land management 1s 15 
operation for its second year. At the time 
of visit some ‘thirty-eight cows, and four 
téen two-year-old Kerry cows were grazirg 
on the divided plots which are about 33 acres 
statute each. The ‘griss ón the plots was 
aboent four mehes* high,~jast the ideal stage 
for giving rich resuits:: Mr. Crowley, the 
County agricultural instractor, pointed. out 
that this grass. was excepiionally hutaitious, 
and was capable of the production and-main 
tenance: of four gallons of milk per animal 
The system of supplying water to the beaste 
on this farm is interesting. . Lhe. farm is 
divided inta seven: plots, the. centre cne beimig 
turned into a common plot, and 1t ‘ts here, 
cattle get water from a concrete tank. This 
arrangement avoids the nécessity ot distribu 
tion to eich plot. The total quantity of milk 
produced by the cows while grazing on the 
plots for six months was close on 400 gallous 
per acre. 


A Handsonie Profit. 


Overhead. charges, such as fencing, which 
will not have’ to be renewéd this year, and 
costs of milk distribution deducted . from 
gross profits left‘ ‘a net profit of £10 per 
statute acre. The whole schemé is Voy elastic 
and can be. modified -to. Suit the .farmer’s 


individual requirements. If, for instance, the 
farmer is faced with having too math grass 
he can turn his mowing machine im and save 
acropof.hay. Ima dry.season such. as exper'- 
enced*this year it ‘would be necessary for the 
farmer te have a field or two in reserve, and 
in this way the system is suitable and com- 
paratively inexpensive. Last year six of the 
plots received a dressing of 7 cwts. basic slag 
per acre and’ 1 ewt. -kainit. The remaimng 
plot was treated’ with ó cwts. of superphos- 
phate and 1 cwt. of kainit. and results gene- 
rally. were satisfactory. This year the plots 
have been treated with 4 cwt. superphosphate 
and 2 cwt. kainit, and final results are being 
watched with interest. It was on these plots 
that the champion_milker, Ard Caein Oonagh, 
at the Royal Dublin Society s Spring Show 
was fed, 


Effect on Bog Land. | 


The party then visited tlie farm of James 
Heavy, of Blacktrench, where the portion ex- 
perimented with is peat soil. The first. plot 
was treated with senmrsol; the second with 56 
per cent. slag and the third with 26 per cent. 
slag at Gsewt. per acre, and the improvement 
in the quality and ‘quantity of grass was very 
noticeable. Patrick Finegan’s ‘farm at 
Granveclare was next visited, and this land, 
which is also bog, treated with six ewt. of 
semsol- per. acre,- has . greatly. improved in 
clover and quality generally. The owner, 
when asked ‘hia.cpimion of the results, said 
the land treated -had-increased three times in 
value. The last farm was that of James Don- 
nelly, of Newtown, Donore, and here, again, 
the results were very pronounced,

SHADES OF THE PRISON.

py HERE are people who regard holidays | 


as more or less regrettable inter- 
ruptions in the business of life, but there 
are others (fortunately) who, with me, 
are inclined to regard the so-called work- 
ing days of the year as interruptions, and 
the holidays as life. I have had 
colleagues (English) who, on the first day 
of term, after a headshake and a per- 
functory inquiry about my way of spend- 
ing the vacation, have dropped into the 
disma] talk of the common-room, as if 
seven or eight weeks had not gone hy 
since our previous meeting. 1] always 
hated that icy plunge into school business. 
In the blessed period which had just come 
to m4 end I had wiped away from the 
table of my memory all (or nearly all) 
trivial,-lond records of the previous term ; 
names of pupils as familiar still to my 
colleagues as those of their own brothers 
had slipped from my mind, and the 
doines of the school teams had ceased to 

interest me. 
1 do net blame my colleagues, though 


1 loathed their first day of term-talk. 
They were acting after their kind, and 
they have had—-some of them—the rewards 
they, no doubt, desired. Of such 
enthusiasts heads of schools are made, 


and some of my old colleagnes are now 
headmasters. Nature never intended me 
to be a headmaster, and those who make 
school appointments have so far respected 
Nature’s intentions. 
When one speaks of “ the holidays,” one 
bas usually in mind school or university 
holidays—and rightly; for the annual 
periods of relaxation enjoyed by those who 
are neither teachers nor taught 1s 
probably due mainly to the vacations of 
the school and university year. The 
business man who the ordinary 
feelings of a parent, and is free to choose 
his holiday time, chooses that part of the 
summer in which his family can be with 
him, though, o! course, if schools had 
never existed, summer would, have been 
the natural time for rest and recreation. 
Vet the regular recurrence of the school 
holidays must have had a good deal to do 
with the fixing of other holidays. 


OPPORTUNITIES FOR WORK. 


However that may be, it is a good thing 
for British family life that the holidays 
of so many parents synchronise with those 
of their children. If they did not, tens ol 
thousands of children would grow up 
almost strangers to their own fathers. 
Spending three-quarters of every year at 
School. these children need every day ol 
their holidays to become acquainted with 
their homes. It is a curious practice, this 
sending of children from the wursery te 
the boarding school--I wonder what our 
descendants will think of it! It has the 
support of vested interests at present, but 
the time will surely come when. the 
practice will be to tend to the 
degradation of parenthood, and, as far as 
the young are concerned, to nothing better 
than miental standardisation. 

School and university holidays. differ 
fundamentally from the holidays of most 
other people. The man of business who 
entrusts himself to Messrs. Thomas Cook 
and Sons for a fortnight or three weeks, 
and climbs Swiss mountains or plays 
quoits on the deck of some pleasure- 
steamer im Norwegian fjords, is making 
a desperate (and expensive) attempt to 
vet away from work. Many a student, on 
the contrary, welcomes the holidays as 
the best opportunity in the year for work, 
No doubt, students, like other people, 
deceive themselves. A man may easily 
persuade himself that he is mounted on 
Pegasus when he is only riding his hobby ; 
but the chances are that, in doing what 
they do with zest students accomplish 
what they are best able to do. Dr. 
Arnold read hard in the vacations, if he 
was not travelling. and I dare sav that 
the best of his writing was done at Fox 
Hove, not at Rugby. 


FORGOTTEN FREEDOM. 


O fortunati mercatores! I do not 
suppose that Horace would have agreed. 
He would not have given up his Sabine 
farm and his busy leisure for any amount 
of trade-won wealth; and he would have 
been right. A student or a literary man 
tied to an office-desk is a pitiable object ; 
and to a bookish man almost all those who 
sit at office-desks or stand behind 
counters must seem worthy of pity. se 
they rich or poor, they seem to have too 
little time for living. Three or four weeks 
in the year give just time enough to rest 
their exhausted nerves, but not enough 
for anything more interesting. Í see 
dozens of these people hurrying to their 
toil on any morning on which I go early 
to town. They are the people who make 
it possible for me to spend a poor part 
of every summer beyond the range ol 
trams and taxis. 
though they do not appear to be sorry for 
themselves. With pipe or cigarette in 
mouth and the morning’s news before 
their eyes, they await, with apparent 
cheerfulness, the train or tram that takes 
them to work. 

They have been doing this since they 
left school. Many of them have long 
since forgotten what it was to have seven 
or eight weeks of freedom in the summer, 
and feel the loss of liberty as little as 
animals born in the ‘‘ Zoo.’’ Others are 
still so conscious of their young manhood 
and so pleased with its public recognition 
that they do not feel the deadly monotony 
of the counting-house or the shop, What 
is to be said, however, of those who have 
lost the sense of novelty in their business 
surroundings, but have not yet forgotten 
the long vacations of their schooldays? 
This, perhaps—that at this difficult period 
in their careers a great many of them may 
be assumed to be in love.

Portrush is at the moment the proud 
possessor of the services of one of our most 
versatile sportsmen.

) the Castle, built in 
7A 1195, stands a noble 
é pile overlooking the 
Nore, and was erected 
Theobald Fitz- 
who accom- 
panied Henry II. to 
Ireland. It was he 
who, in 1177, was 
ereated Chief Butler 
of Ireland. 

His son, Theobald, 
who succeeded him, assumed the surname 
of Le Botiler, or Butler, in 1221, and the 
castle has remained in the hands of the 
Butler family during the succeeding 
centuries. Nowadays it is the seat of the 
Marquis of Ormonde, hereditary Chief 
Butler of Ireland; and, although the 
present Marquis does not reside there, the 
castle is generally occupied by his son and 
heir, the Earl of Ossory, who, with Lady 
Ossory, spends most of his time in Ire- 
land. 


A Storied Pile. 


Lord Ossory, who was born in 1890, was 
educated at Harrow and at the Royal 
Military College. During the war he 
served with the ist Wife Guards, and 
married in 1915 the Hon. Sybil Fellowes, 
daughter of the second Baron de Ramsey. 
Both Lord and Lady Ossory take a keen 
interest in the social and sporting life of 
the county, and are ever ready to help in 
a good cause. 

The castle, of which they are so fond, 
was restored and remodelled in the French 
style of the seventeenth century by James, 
the second Duke of Ormonde, in 1682, and 
it is, at present, perhaps, the best pre- 
served and most stately building of its 
kind and period in the country. There 
has scarcely been a campaign in the South 
of Ireland in which the castle and its 
powerful owners have not played a part. 
There Kings and Princes have slept. 
Within ten days of the Battle of the 
Boyne, James, the second Duke, enter- 
tained King William there, and, although 
the castle had been in the hands of the 
Jacobites, the Duke and his royal guest 
found it in good order, “ with a cellar well 
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“ Ghe Peacock Wedding.”

Dr. MacRory, who 
became Primate of 
All Ireland only a 
lew months ago, was 
formerly Professor of 
Moral Theology and 
Scripture at Oscott 
College, Birmingham, and, after two years 
there, he transferred to Dublin to Mav- 
nooth College, which he had previously 
attended in his student days. 

He held in succession the appointments 
of Professor of Scripture and Oriental 
Languages, and of New Testament 
Exegesis at Maynooth, and for the last 
three years of his stay there filled the 
position of Vice-President of the College. 
He took episcopal rank about sixteen 
vears ago, and was a member of the Trish 
Convention of 1917-’18. He is a native of 
Ballygawley, County Tyrone, where he was 


born in 1861.

In pursuit of Civic Week culture I set 
out to visit Pearse street Public Library 
the other day. I discovered it after some 
difficulty, tucked away at the back of 
Westland row Station, and was agreeably 
surprised to find a goodly audience, mostly 
men, and a good many of them of the out- 
of-work type—examining the old manu- 
scripts and prints with the greatest 
interest. More than one of them pro- 
duced magnifying glasses to study the old 
characters closely ; while a group gathered 
around a bound volume of ancient news- 
papers discussed in low tones the events 
of a hundred years ago. The collection 
is very well arranged, the books relating 
to different interests forming separate 
sections, so that every aspect of Dublin 
life may be considered singly. 


A Long-felt Want. 


During Civic Week Messrs. Hodges and 
Figgis are giving a display, inside the 
“Front Gate ” of Trinity College, of their 
various publications connected with the 
College, either by authorship or subject 
matter. Quite a recent one of these, ‘‘ A 
Handbook to Trinity College,” was pub- 
lished by authority of the Board during 
the present vacation. Edited by Projessor 
Waterhouse, Litt.D., and printed at the 
University Press, the handbook supplies 
a long-felt want. Considering the nu:nber 
of tourists who visit the College every year, 
it is surprising that it has not been 
possible to obtain an official guide before 
this.

TRIGO'S GREAT VICTORY.

An Irish horse, owned by an. Irishman, 
trained by an Irishman, and zidden by an 
Irish jockey, won the St. Leger at Doncaster 
to-day. Te would be impossible to describe 
the roar which went up from Irish throats 
when Trigo just the post with 
Lord Derby's Bosworth close on his heels. 
Hundreds of Irishmen, keener than the 
keenest of Englishmen on a horse and its 
worth, had come from Ireland to give moral 
support to Mr. W, Barnett, the owner. — 

t was a very eee victory on all sides 
of the course, and the huge Yorkshire sport- 
ing crowd, drawn from the railway works at 
Doncaster, the collieries in the neighbour- 
hood and the big industria] centres, cheered 
themselves hoarse when Trigo won. 

Scores of pretty Irishwomen in the house 
parties and on the stands were joined with 
their English friends when they shouted and 
waved with delight as the horse came along 
the straight. n the unsaddling enclosure 
big owners like Lord Derby, Lord Astor and 
‘Lord Lascelles, went forward almost in a 
body to congratulate the owner, and after- 
wards the trainer, Mr. R. Dawson, also an 
Irishman, on the victory. 

A HUGE CROWD. 

The St. Leger crowd is always a good 
tempered one, and it lived up to its reputa- 
tion all day. The thousands of people who 
came by road and the thousands who joined 
them from the train all arrived at the course 
in great, good humour, and, with delightful 
weather conditions, the day wasa very happy 
one for most of the racegoers. 

Yorkshire folk look upon the St. Leger 
as a picnic, and the racing set soon caught 
their spirit. The paddock was so Pics, soi 
that it was not easy to see the large number 
of well-known folk who attended the meet- 
ing. Some people missed the preceding 
race in order to get down to the rails around 
the parade ring for a good view of the St. 


Leger runners. Princess Mary mingled 
with the . crowd instead of going 
into the ring, looking very _— girlish 
and pretty in a cerépeede-chine frock 


of softest rose beige, and a loose coat of the 
same colour in a lightly woven cloth. Her 
hat was of black straw, with strappings of 
rose beige, and jade at the edge of the brim. 
With her was Lady Ethel Wickham, Lord 
Lonsdale’s sister-in-law, in a blue cré pe-de- 
chine gown, and Lady Noreen Bass, who 
wore a black satin coat and black hat 
trimmed with white ribbon. 

Nearby was Mrs. Edward Clayton, the 
well-known Yorkshire racing woman, dressed 
in black; Mrs. Edward Lascelles, in a 
chiffon frock of slate blue; Major Edward 
Lascelles, Lady Ludlow, and a great many 
other enthusiasts Lord Lonsdale, Lord 
Lascelles and Lord Fitzwilliam were in the 


Stewards’ box. Lord Derby went to see 
the St. Leger starters, his own Bosworth 
among them, with his son, Lord Stanley. 


Mr. and Mrs. George Lambton, Lord Astor, 
Lord Allendale and Lord Sefton were others 
in the tremendous throng. 

Opinions about the size of the crowd 
varied. Yesterday’s total of half a million 
was well exceeded, but as there is no way 
of checking the numbers on the great stretch 
on the popular side of the course, which is 
free, the officials were shy to give any de- 
finite figures. Mr. Barnett, the owner of 


Trigo, is a corn and grain merchant in 
Belfast. To a Press Association reporter 
he said: “I would have been disappointed 
if Trigo had not pulled it off. After 


winning the Derby I decided to save Trigo 
for. the St. Leger, and he has not been 
out since, Pleased about it? I should think 
I am pleased, especially as so many of the 
boys who came over to see the horse run have 
backed him heavily.’’ 

French people in the stands who were 
following the French horse, Hotweed, were 
naturally much disappointed at his defeat, 
but a French friend of the owner said after 
the race: “In a way, we hardly expected 
him to do it; the going was just a little 
too hard for him.”

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NEW TESTAMENT | 


TRANSLATION. 


GREEK TEXTS AND THE 
REVISED VERSION, 


LECTURE TO SUNDAY 
SCHOOL WORKERS, 
——— 


At the resumed conference of Sunday school 
workers, held yesterday, under the auspices 
of the Sunday School Society for Ireland, in 
the Church of Ireland Training College, Kil- 
dare street, Dublin, the Bishop of Tuam gave 
the second of his Bible lectures. 

The Archdeacon of Glendalough presided. 

“ The New Testament in the Light of the 
Revised Version ” was the subject of the 
Bishop’s address. Dr. Harden said that the 
revisors of the New Testament made far 
more changes in their translation than the 
revisors of the Old Testament did. It had 
been calculated that there were 3,600 differ- 
ences in the Revised Version. It was an 
enormous number, even when they granted 
that many of the changes were in trivial 
matters. One of the things he wanted to 
show was why there was so much variation. 
It was to some extent, of course, a matter of 
translation, and it was also due to the rise 
and development between 1611 and 1881 of 
the science of textual criticism. 

When the translators of King James I.’s 
reign set about translating the New Testa- 
ment they did not, it would seem, translate 
from old MSS. of the Greek, but from printed 
text. Before the year 1611 the Greek text 
had been printed very many times, and a 
kind of standard text had heen developed. 
The Greek text was first put into type in 
Spain in the beginning of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. ‘his was part of a Greek work due to 
the Spanish Cardinal Ximenes, Archbishop 
of Toledo. The whole work was a 
polyglot edition of the Bible. The editors 
said that they used the oldest 
accurate manuscripts which they could obtain. 
They did not name them, and no one knew 
what they were; but the printed text showed 
that for the New Testament they used MSS, 
of a late type. 

ERASMUS. 

The Polyglot was not published till 1520. 
Knowing that it was soon to be published, 
a Swiss printer desired to anticipate it, and 
so employed the famous scholar Erasmus to 
prepare an _ edition. Erasmus worked so 
quickly that his was the first edition, pub- 
lished in 1516. He used in the preparation 
of his edition just the manuscript which hap- 
pened to be by him in Basle. The mann- 
script of the Revelations lacked the last 
six verses of the book, and Erasmus supplied 
the gap by translation of the Latin Bible 
back into Greek. . One of the MSS. which 
he used was really old. The oldest belonged 
to the eleventh century, and this he mis 
trusted because it differed from others 

Erasmus’s edition was printed and re 
printed again and again with scarcely any 
change, and at length it; or something very 
like it, came to be called the textus receptus 
—the received or standard text. 

The translators of the Revised Version were 
in a much more favourable position, In the 
first place they had more abundant material. 


The three oldest Bibles in the world were 
used by the revisors; none of them could be 
used “in 1611. The oldest of all was the 
famous Vatican MSS, in Rome. Its ex- 


istence was known in 1611, but those trans- 
lators had no access to it. The next oldest 
used to be fh the Imperial Library of St. 
Petersburg, and the next oldest was sent over 
from the East as a present to James I. 
from the Patriarchs of Constantinople. 

It did not reach England till 1627, and in all 
probability, if it had been in England twenty 
years earlier, % would not have had much 
influence on the scholars who worked for 
King James, They would have thought the 
text fauity because it differed so much from 
the text to which they were used. 

OTHER AUTHORITIES. 

Proceeding, the Bishop said that it was well 
to bear in mind, when reading a commentary 
on the New Testament, that if MSS. are 
mentioned, it means the Greek MSS.; the 
evidence of other languages, though it, of 
course, also depended on MSS. evidence, was 
spoken of as that of the Versions (the 
technical name of the authorities). Of these 
only one was known to Erasmus—the great 
Latin version generally called the Vulgate, 
which they owed to St. Jerome and the 
translutors who preceded him. This Bible of 
St Jerome was the Bible of the West of 
Europe for more than a thousand years. 
During all that time, except for a brief period 
at the very end, it also had been handed on 


in MSS. and its text also had become 
altered in the course of the centuries. 
Erasmus and the other editors in the six- 


teeuth and early seventeenth centuries knew 
only the aitered forms, and so the Vulgate, 
when they used it, would not be so useful 
to them. 

The lecturer then gave instances of the 
altcrations and compared the text in the 
several versions, and dealt with the authority 
that is generally named in New Testament 
criticism—i.e., quotations from Christian 
writers who had either written commentaries 


on books of the New Testament, or had 
quoted passages from it in their other 
writings The study of the Futhers, the 
Bishop proceeded, had advanced greatly 
since 1611, and, what was more im- 
portant, better editions {more accurate of 
their works had been published, ‘hen 


the revisors of 1881 consulted the Fathers 
they had better texts and knew more accu- 
rately what the writer in question actually 
wrote. Therefore, an enormous amount of 
additional material was available for the 
Revision of the nineteenth century compared 
with what was to hand in 1611. 
REVISORS’ ADVANTAGES. 

Although hundreds of editions had heen 
published between 1516 and 1881, they were 
to all intents and purposes almost alike; but 
there were other editions published, for the 
use of scholars, which tended gradually to 
abandon the original text. This was due to 
the use by the editors of these various 
authoritiés, and also to the advance of sc:ence 
in textual criticism. He supposed that every- 
one would admit that the text which the 
revisors followed was superior, because it 
took into account the whole of the evidence. 

He hoped that none of them would think 
from what he had said that Sunday school 
teachers ought not to use the Revised Version 
of the New Testament in their study and pre- 
paration. It was all but essential. It was 
specially useful when it had the revised 
references, and most of all when a copy was 
used with the fuller references drawn up by 
Dr. Moulton and Dr. Greenup. Nor did he 
mean that the revisors had not improved 
anywhere. Very often, when people were 
advocating the use of the Revised Version, 
they had chiefly in mind the Old Testament. 
There, without, doubt, the Revision is better. 
The Old Testament revisors had acted on 
conservative principles and removed “ plain 
and clear errors.” That ought to have been 
just as good a policy in the New Testament. 

“ Child study; the problems and difficulties

SURPRISE APPEARANCE 
WORKHOUSE. 
In the midst of the Industrial Pageant as 
it passed’ through the streets of Dublin svua- 
terday afternoon marched a number of unem- 
ployed men, who joined the procession as a 
protest against the display in view of the 
amount of unemployment in the city. 
Earlier in the afternoon the men marched 
to the Dublin Union and asked to the 
Commissioners, but were told that the Com- 
missioners were not in the building. They 
then demanded food, which was supplied. - 
The Commissioners, it is understood, had 
given orders that the men should not be 
admitted, but they were in the building be- 
fore any attempt could be made to close the 
gates. Having got inside the men’s leader, 
Mr. ©. N. Ferguson, called for food. The 
request was granted, and thé men filed into 
the big dining hall. 
The demonstration followed on a meeting 
which was held opposite the floating ballroom 
ou the Liffey, and was addressed by Mr. 
Ferguson, who is the Secretary of the Dublin 
Section of the Irish Unemployment 
ment. 
““We understand,”’ said Mr. Ferguson, 
“that the idea of Civic Week is to express 
the prosperity of the Irish Free State by 
exhibiting the products of industry, but to 
my mind the staple industry of the city is

SANCTUARY.

BIRD WATCHING. 
Last night the Rev. P. G. Kennedy, 8.J., 
gave a lecture on “ Bird Watching on the 
North Bull.” He said that during the last 
few years he made a special study of the 
birds that frequented the North Bull Island, 
Dollymount. 
After giving a short history of the Bull 
Island, and remarking that the construction 
of a '“ Blue Lagoon” in that neighbour- 
hood would increase the cost of the dredgin 
of the harbour by the Port and Docks Board: 
the lecturer said that thousands of wading 
birds, which feed on the sloblands and mud 
flats, were driven before the incoming tide 
to the North Bull. Hence, along the land- 
ward edge of the island at high tide, espe- 
cially during autumn and winter, they found 
a solid phalanx of birds, comprising curlew, 
godwit, piover, oyster-catchers and red- 
shanks. Many birds of passage, includin 
some of the ‘‘ globe-spanners ’’—birds shiek 
crossed the whole globe in their annual wan- 
derings—visited the North Bull during the 
autumn and spring migrations. Among these 
might ke mentioned the whimbrel, the san- 
derling, the knot and the curlew sandpiper. 
Among the winter visitors were found the 
snow bunting, the short-eared owl, flocks of 
wigeon ranging from hundreds of thousands, 
brent geese, and many spec'es of duck, such 
as the goldeneye, the pintail and the scaup, 
while rarer NS like the goosander, the 
smew and the ‘long-tailed duck were occa- 
sionally seen 
With the aid of lantern slides the lecturer 
gave interesting descriptions of the different 
birds. He also spoke of the assistance given 
by Mr Peter E. Dunne, Mr. W. J. Williams 
and Mr. G. R. Humphreys, who often accom- 
panied him during his visits to the North 
Bull. 
The Rev. F. M. Browne, 8.J., who pre- 
sided, said that efforts should be made to 
have the North Bull or Lambay Island con- 
verted into a bird sanctuary. 
To-night Mr. F. E. Stephens will deliver 
a lecture on “ The History of the County 
and the City of Dublin.”’

The general plan for this evening is as 
follows :—All competitors are required . to 
have their boats at the Custom House 
quay at 5.30 o'clock.

Other States 
of the Commonwealth, however, have 
much to passionate desire 
to ensure a-continuance of high wages, 
and jealousy of any competition in 
the labour market, have militated sadly 
against the prosperity of the Common- | 
wealth. Its export is hampered by the 
high prices that its wage bill compels it 
to charge, and, until it encourages the 
immigration of its own blood from the 
other countries of the Empire, it can have 
no security against the encroachment of 
its yellow neighbours. Mr. Bruce has per- 
ceived the real point at issue. Whether 
or not his tactics have been equal to Lis 
strategy, we are in no position to deter- 
mine.

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Unemployment. 

Those who sympathise most sincerely 
with the poor in these times of depression 
and hardship cannot approve of the 
methods of the demonstrators who invaded 
the South Dublin Union yesterday. Over 
a hundred unemployed men mustered on 
the Dublin quays and were marched to 
the buildings of the Union. The janitors 


*were taken by surprise, and the demon- 
straters made their way into the Union | 


premises. There they demanded to be 
received by the City Commissioners, and 
when they were assured that Mr. Murphy 
and his colleagues were not in the Union, 
they called for food, which they received. 
Afterwards they forced their way into the 
industrial pageant and marched through 
the streets among the exhibits. Their 
leader affirmed that the estimate of the 
Free State Government that there 
were 30,000 men idle was but a 
quarter of the true total, and he 
described unemployment and <mmorality 
as the chief occupations of the people of 
the Free State capital. We think that the 
demonstrators failed to help their cause 
by conduct that savoured of social indis- 
cipline. Dublin has suffered so sorely 
from irresponsible performances in the 
past that her sympathies are not engaged 
by men who adopt unruly ways of dis- 
playing their grievances. Again, the state- 
ment that one-third of the city’s popula- 
tion is affected by unemployment is so 
extravagant as to prejudice opinion against 
those who make it, and to injure those for 
whom a legitimate claim may be made. 
We hope, thérefore, in the interests of the 
labouring classes, that there will be no 
recurrence of yesterday’s mode of protest 
against the hardship of the times and the 
slackness, real or. suspected, of the 
authorities. 

We cannot cxonerate the authorities, 
national and municipal, of blame for yes- 
terday'’s event. Dublin is beflagged and 
illuminated, and the organisers of Civic 
Week bid the citizen and the stranger to 
admire her amenities and her happy 
Behind the gala decorations 
however, there lies 


prospects. 
of the main streets, 
a wilderness of slums, where the light of 
prosperity never shines, and where ill-fed 
children are bred in dirt to recruit the 
ranks of the unemployable.. As if to 
exasperate the chronic misery of so large 
a proportion of the ‘people, a 
stoppage of the greater portion of the 
public transport. system has been aliowed 
to last for a month, relegating one of the 
most respectable branches of the city’s 
wage-earnérs to idleness; and @rushing the 
hope of a much-needed “boom” in 
general business. ~ Observers’ matvel at 
the detachment of the powers of the 
moment from the needs and the senti- 
ments of the people. We do not forget 
the. difficulties with which, in turn, the 
people beset those who fain would help 
them. We never can excuse those hosts of 
the ‘“ wage earning ’’ classes from whom it 
seems to be impossible to secure the return 
of an honest day’s work for an honest 
day’s pay.

Discoveries in Dublin. 


Civic Week has enriched Dwublin’s 
tamiliar beauty with unfamiliar touches. 
It has revealed, for instance, an 
unexpected charm in the Liffey. After 
nightfall, in normal times, the Liffey 
ceases to impress itself upon, any- 
body. Hardly a wayfarer directs an 
eye to its full or diminished course 
between the dark walls of the quays. 
To-day, uncer the lights of Civic Week, 
a little stretch of the Liffey has taken a 
novel aspect. It has become brilliant, 
variegated, poetic—a proper scene for 
gondolas and the music of revellers. Saon 
it will return to its ordinary blackness and 
quiet, but for those who have seen the 
passing transformation it will be stamped 
always with these possibilities of romance. 
Again, Dublin has rediscovered some of 
her great buildings—or, at least, has dis- 
covered them in a new light. The illumina- 
tion, after sunset, of the frontages of 
Trinity College and the Bank of Ireland 
has invested the whole of College Green 
with a certain strangeness, For a moment 
we have a dream-like feeling of unreality.

Is there no irreverence in 
the disturbance of an ancient building’s 
slumbers? Such a new thing as the Under-

with Mr. Epstein’s queer adornments, is 
in its element under the electric lamp ; 
but the secular dignity of Trinity College, 
Dublin, is another matter. While we are 
glad to have seen the old beauty in a new 
aspect, we feel-that the opportunity ought 
to be afforded only once in a generation.

Only the practised traveller— 
and sometimes not even he—is immune 
from it. It takes no account of physical 
strength, of beauty, virtue or intellectual 
genius. Half-an-hour out from Kings- 
town, on a rough day, an archbishop or 
a film ‘‘star’’ may be a disgusting and 
degraded object. Five minutes out from 
Doyer, .on his way to command the 
applause of The Hague or the League 
Assembly, a haughty statesman may 
become “a driveller and a show.” Every 
year, for tens of thousands of persons,

The prospect of sea-sickness looms, an 
inky cloud, on the horizon of their joy.

AIR PILOTS. 


THEY TRAIN IN 
ENGLAND. 


LONDON. Wednesday. 

Owing to the lack of licensing arrange- 
ments for air pilots in the Irish Free 
State, a number of Irishmen are now 
being trained at the London Air Park, 
Hanworth, to take the British Air 
Ministry licence. 

Insurance companies, however, will not 
insure machines that are not piloted by a 
licensed pilot, and once outside the Irish 
Free State boundary unlicensed pilots are 
liable to prosecution. Irishmen, there- 
fore. who have already learned to pilot 
machines in the Irish Free State are 
coming to London to undergo a further 
course of training in order to obtain a 
British licence. which is recognised 
throughout the world. : 

A member of the Irish Aero Club told 
an Jrish Times reporter in Dublin last 
night that the question of licences for 
air pilots was at present being considered 
by the Free State Department of Industry 
and Commerce, and that it was expected 
that satisfactory arrangements would be 
made in the next few weeks.

NEW, AIR, .!. RECORDS.”

The British aviators who took part in 
the Schneider Trophy contest came to 
Lendon to-day, and were entertained at 
lunch by Lord Thomson. the Air Minister. 
Otherwise they might have méde further 
efforts to secure the new air speed 
records that are deemed necessary by the 
Air Ministry... Great Britain is desirous 
of holding the world’s record with a speed 
of not less than three hundred and eighty 
miles per hour, so that it may be reason- 
ably certain that Italy will be unable to 
recapture the record in the immediate 
future. Squadron-Leader Orlebar’s record 
is wonderful. but it is recognised that 
Italy can beat 355.8 miles an hour. 
Another effort, therefore, will be made 
to-morrow to exceed what already has been 
accomplished. Whether Squadron-Leader 
Orlebar will be able to make his attempt 
to-morrow must depend upon weather con- 
ditions, and unless they are exactly suit- 
able, with a chance of improving fhe 
figures already achieved, it will have to be 
It is hoped at present that 
the record may be raised to something 
approaching three hundred and seventy 
miles an hour. Once the contests are 
over. all the British pilots concerned are 
to be given long leave of absence to recoup 
alter the heavy strain which they have 
been called upon to endure, 


Unemployment. 


Since the labour Government took office 
most of the limelight. has fallen upon Mr. 
Macdonald and Mr. Snowden, though it 
was thought that Mr. Thomas would te 
able to monopolise the public attention. 
Mr. Thomas, however. has been little to the 
fore. His visit to Canada, with his un- 


employment plans, has aroused little 
public interest. He is leaving Canada 
to-day for home, and in Government 


circles there has been some discussion as 
to the nature of the plans he will bring 
back with him. It is generally agreed 
that they scarcel® can be of a very .1m- 
portant or startling character; for, 
though Mr. Thomas has been able to in- 
duce the Canadian Government and some 
business men to look upon his proposals 
with a favourable eye, the promises which 
he has secured can do little to bring about 
any radical change in unemployment con. 
ditions on this side. That his efforts 
have not been more successful is not his 
fault, but is due to cireumstances. lt 
probably will be found that he has made 
a good beginning, but it must be some 
time before his efforts bear iruit. 


Labour Politics. 


During the past few days there have 
been indications that all is not well in 
the Labour Party, and it will cause little 
surprise if a new extremist movement de- 
velops in the course of the next few 
weeks. The imperialist tendency of 
certain members of the Government has 
not aroused enthusiasm in some quarters, 
and it may be recalled that at the Trade 
Union Congress last week more than one 
speaker suggested that Socialism was 
becoming lost in the mists of wun- 
certainty. It is probable that the 
new development will be most marked 
when the Labour Congress is held 
at Brighton at the end of the month; for 
there are movements now taking place 
which suggest that an effort wil] be made, 
either to ‘‘ ginger up ” the Government 
from the Sovialist point of view, or to 
advocate the formation of an extremist 
wing to the Labour Party. The annual 
report of the Socialist Party, issued 
to-day, provides a surprise in the fact 
that it records a decline in affiliated 
membership from 3,293,615 in 1927 to 
2,077,199 last year. Of this total 2.025.139 
is trade union membership. The 
decline is attributed by the Executive of 
the party to the difficulties arising from 
the Trade Unions Act. Statistics fur- 
nished in the report show that the 
Socialist vote has imcreased from 62,698 
at the general election of 1900 to 8,860,883 


at the last election. 
Financial Optimism. 


It is interesting to note that feeling in 
the City regarding the financial and 
industrial outlook is becoming slightly 
more confident, in spite of the temporary 
dullness. It is the opinion of banking 
experts and of the shrewder elements on 
the Stock Exchange that we have now 
seen the worst, as far as industrial 
depression is concerned. The Stock 
Exchange is healthier now than for many 
months past, although all the stale bulls 
have not yet gone. The remaining ones, 
however, hold shares which have little 
chance of public attention. The trouble 
is that, in the market for established 
securities and shares, business is idle 
because dealers will not venture owing 
to the fact that investors are fickle and 
inactive. This is not altogether a happy 
state of affairs, but it has the advantage 
that no great push will be necessary to 
make the stock markets improve when 
investment confidence returns. . 


Emancipation. 


Cardinal Bourne, Archbishop of West- 
minster, is to preside over the Congress at 
Westminster Cathedral, which opens on 
Friday, to celebrate the centenary of 
Roman Catholic emancipation. This will 
be attended by all the Roman Catholic arch. 
bishops and bishops of England, as well as 
by a number, of the leading laity. The 
public celebrations in connection with the 
centenary will take place on Sunday next. 
The campanile of Westminster Cathedral! 
is to be brilliantly illuminated during the 
celebration, and on Friday night four 
great crosses, one on every side of the 
campanile, with a festoon of lights above 
and twelve powerful spot lights below to 
shine on the streets, will be switched on 
by the Cardinal. The campanile is 284 feet 
high, and the illuminations will be visible 
from all parts of London. 


A Shipping Exhibitior. 


The Shipping, Engineering, and 
Machinery Exhibition, which opens at 
Olympia to-morrow, is certainly the best 
yet held of the series. The display of 
small craft is extraordinary, and several 
of these boats possess an appeal difficult 
to resist. There are lifeboats for big 
vessels which can be lowered no matter 
how pronounced the list of a sinking ship 
may be. A departure in telephones is one 
in which the instrument is placed against 
the throat so that every word may be 
heard distinctly, no matter how great the 
noise in the immediate neighbourhood. A 
wireless operator when off duty can be 
replaced by a wireless substitute which 
will ring a bell when a message comes to 

hand. ‘One of the most interesting 
features to the lay person is a gas which, 
inhaled for five minutes. will confer 
complete immunity from sea-sickness—at 
least, so it is claimed.

The Mayor of. Yarmouth, Councillor 
H. T. Greenacre, said that while trams 
served a useful purpose in carrying ten 
times as Many passengers as "buses, he 
lived on a tramway route “ and the lan- 
ave I use when my wireless is in 
operation certainly detracts from the 
dignity which the Mayor of this borough 
is always expected to maintain,”’ he 
added amid laughter. 
“The interference of the trams is of 
such a character that it seems as if all 
the fiends of the lower regions combine to 
ive as much annoyance as possible.’’ 
He added that trams were all right in 
wide thoroughfares, but in narrow streets 
they were a great hindranee to other 
vehicles. Localities must in future rely 
on every kind of vehicle. i 
“We want,” he said, “ an independent 
controlling authority, with large powers 
over wide areas, to settle the kind of 
vehicle which should be allowed as suit- 
able to the roads of each. district.” 


TRANSPORT MONOPOLY. 

A similar claim was put forward in the 
presidential address of Mr. William 
Chamberlain, General Manager of Belfast 
City Tramways. 

“ After a long series of traffic paralysis,’ 
he said, “I believe that to restore the 
transport industry to a healthy state it is 
imperative that the public passenger 
services should be a controlled monopoly. 
| stand for monopoly in the hands of the 
local authorities of those passenger trans- 
port services. (Applause.) 

“Is there no effective method of 
handling the great and growing public 
utility services other than by a controlled 
monopoly? To my mind it is quite clear 
that this great question demends the 
united attention of local authorities in 
this country. The transport outlook for 
the future is full of great opportunities 
for the municipalities, provided a firm 
stand is taken to ensure that our reason- 
able claims are recognised, and a broad 
and sane view is taken of public passenger 
transport requirements. 

“The transport outlook must not 
be confined to mere parochial or 
geographical boundaries, and in the in- 
terest of the community there should be 
an over-riding authority invested with the 
necessary powers to insist upon conformity 
vith the general traffic scheme of an area. 

“In other words, big ducks on little 
ponds will have to be content, if necessary, 
to become little ducks on big ponds.”’ 
The Lord Mayor of Cardiff uttered a 
varning that monopoly could be purchased 
too dearly, but the President, in his reply, 
emphasiséd that the monopoly should he 
controlled. ‘‘We would not give any 
local “authority absolutely uncontrolled 
monopolistic powers,” he said.

Abolition Bill, said: “ I regard the vote 
ns a disaster, not so much to the 
Nationalist Party as to Australia. We 
were on the eve, most of us thought, of a 
step which would have made possible the 
adjustment of our industrial conditions, 
so as to get rid of the intolerable 
handicap under which our industries have 
been suffering for the last fifteen or twenty 
years. It is little short of a tragedy that 
Mr. Bruce's effort to place industry on a 
sound basis has been defeatec, not by his 
political’ enemies, whose business it is to 
defeat him if possible, but by those elected 
to support him.”

SIR GILBERT. CLAYTON. 


A Reuter’s message from ,« Baghdad 
reports the death of Sir Gilbert Clayton, 
High Commissioner for Iraq. He collapsed 
after playing polo, and died an hour 
later. 

Brigadier-General Sir Gilbert Falking- 
ham Clayton, K.C.M.G., K.B.E., C.B., 
C.M.G., who was in his fifty-fifth year, 
had a distinguished record of service in 
Egypt and the Middle East. He went out 
to Egypt as a young officer with the 
Artillery in the Nile Expedition of 1898, 
and remained there for a quarter of a 
century, gaining a knowledge of political 
eonditions which was of great use in the 
war period and thé troubled time that 
followed in Egypt and the Sudan. 


to the Egyptian’ Army. Tn 1907 he was 
appointed Private Secretary to the Sirdar, 
and held that position till 1912, when he 
Director of Intelligence, Egypt 
and the Sudan. During the war he acted 
as Director of Military Intelligence to the 
British Forces in Egypt, with the rank of 
Brigadier-General. He was on the General 
Staff oí the Hedjaz operations from 1919 
to 1922. Subsequently he became Secre- 
tary to the Government of Palestine. He 
was Special Envoy to the King of the 
Hedjaz and of Najd in 1925 and 1927, and 
negotiated the Bahra and Hadda agree- 
ments and the Treaty of Jeddah.
